SUBJECT: Creative Space Assistance Program Update

On August 22, City Council approved Resolution 20190822-20, creating the Creative Space Assistance
Program (CSAP) as a Chapter 380 economic development program. The Economic Development
Department (EDD) is in the process of negotiating and executing contracts for the awards. Any money
that is unused will be applied to the next grant cycle, which staff anticipates will open in the beginning of
the 2020 calendar year. This memo serves to update Mayor and Council on CSAP grant distribution.

Forty-three applications were received representing a total request amount of $1,882,713. The program
was originally funded at $750,000. A local 5-member grant review panel was formed comprised of
representatives from the creative, finance, and real estate communities. The grant review panelists
reviewed and scored each application independently before meeting to collectively discuss and score the
applications. Additional information was requested from some of the applicants, which was distributed to
the panel before they reconvened to consider the additional information, finalize their scores, and
recommend funding amounts.

Applications that scored 90 points or higher received the entire amount of eligible funding requested.
Five percent was deducted from eligible funding amounts of applications that scored between 80 and 89
points. Nine percent was deducted from eligible funding amounts of applications that scored between 70
and 79 points. Applications that scored below 70 points were not funded. Several applications were
disqualified. Reasons for disqualification included for-profits that did not meet the cultural definitions in
the guidelines and ineligible use of funds.

Awards were recommended for 26 organizations representing $752,282. The average recommended
award amount is $28,934. The attached list provides the recommended award amounts for applicable
entities which staff is currently in the process of negotiating and executing contracts.
